It is immaterial at Ihe present time 


what you or I believe would be the 
wiscsl course: Whether (1) To deal 
with the old gas company for a cheap- 
er rate, or (2) To invite the new com- 
pany in as a private utility, or (3) 
To organize a municipal gas plant 
buying "gate" gas from cither of the 
old companies. 


Personally I am not enlhusiaslic 


fkbout government going into business 
any more than it already has. The 
municipal water & light plant is a 
Hope tradilion, nol subject to dis- 
cussion any time anywhere; but it has 
been so uniformly successful thai the 
average conservative 
citizen 
may 


hesitate, as I do, over the prospect of 
the cily going further and further into 
municipal ownership with the inevit- 
able risk lo Ihe success it has already 
run. 


I'm not keen about a municipal gas 


plant, as I have said. But no matter

Whenever this was done, the 
jas company went into federal court 
ind enjoined *nc rales which the cily 
lad fixed, and the gas company put 
nto effect its own rates and the pub- 
lic got no relief. 


Town Council Pioccdurc 


The procedure of tho town council 


fixing the rates was archaic. The town 
council had no first-hand informat- 
ion about how lo fix a rale, for many 
factors enter into a rate case, such 
as the cost of Ihe transmission sys- 
tem, the cost of the distribution sys- 
tem, the rate of return, the rate of 
depreciation, selling Ihe expense price, 
and many other things. On one item 
alone—cost of the transmission sys- 
tem—volumes have been writlen. For 
instance: (1) is cosl lo be determined 


fights were won by the gas company, 
That company could well afford lo 
pay $100,000 to win one rate case, be- 
cause it would make that much back 
in one year, and the other twenty 
years would be velvet. 


State Regulation 


, Then a few years ago (in 1933) the 
legislature of Arkansas recognized tha 
a '.boiler system would have lo be 
adopted lhan Ihe town council mcthoc 
if 'lower gas rates were to be obtain- 
ed: by the public. So the legislatun 
(after a hard fight by tho Arkansas 
Louisiana Gas Company) passed thi 
law setting up the fact-finding tri 
bunal.' This was in 1933. It was a 
weak flimsy law, but was a step in 
the right direction.

ies. The case on that point was carried 
to the U. S. supreme court by the 
gas company before it was finally 
decided in favor of the state. Another 
cause of delay is the question of de- 
termining how much of the transmis- 
sion system of the Arkansas Louisiana 
Gas Company is interstate commerce 
—and thus exempt from state regula- 
tion and control—and how much is in- 
ter-state commerce, and subject to re- 
gulation and control by the Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities of the State 
of Arkansas. The gas company has 
fought every step to prevent lower 
gas rates from being made. 


I predict that unless the Arkansas 


Department of Public Utilities final- 
ly in desperation and in exhaustion 
makes the best trade it can with the 
Arkansas Louisiana Gas Company and 
agrees to a rate that is considerably 
higher than it should be, then the 
Arkansas Louisiana Gas Company will 
continue its legal tactics and delay 
the matter for another seven years; 
and in tho meantime, the consuming 
public will be paying higher gas 
rates. 


Reason for Acting Now 


So I have reviewed the town coun- 


cil method and shown tho impossibil- 
ity of the public getting cheaper gas 
rates under that method; and I have 
reviewed the state regulatory body 
method (being the fact-finding tri- 
bunal and the Department of Public 
Utilities,) and shown the unreason- 
able delays in that method. Now, with 
all of this you may wonder why the 
City of Hope has any chance now 
for cheaper gas rates. There are three 
reasons why I think the City of Hope 
has a chance now that it has never 
had before and will never have again: 


First: On July 1, 1940, the Arkansas 


Supreme Court decided finally that 
the Louisiana Nevada Transit Com- 
pany could furnish gas to Hope, Ark- 
ansas, and 
other 
cities; and 
that 


company is offering to sell us gas 
at lOc at the town border of Hope, 
Arkansas, if we had our own dis- 
tribution system, we could buy the 
gas at lOc at the town border and 
distribute our gas to the consumers. 
This competition of the 
Louisiana 


Nevada Transit Company eliminates 
all questions of the cost of the trans- 
mission system of the Arkansas Louis- 
iana Gas Company and the cost ol 
gas of that company, and all about its 
depreciation and everything else up 
to the town border of the City oi 
Hope. 


The Arkansas Louisiana Gas Com- 


So the gas company would go into 


federal court and enjoin the rates of 
the town council as confiscatory, and 
prove to the court that the' rates 
proposed by the gas company were 
reasonable; and then the gas company 
would have won another fight; and 
the consumers in the town—disgust- 
ed with lawyers and courts—would go 
on paying high gas rales for another 
score of years. 


Company's Strategy 


But you may ask 'How could the 


gas company prove the lown council 
rates too low and its own rates not 
too high, if such were not facts?" 


Several ways could be used: 
1, By the simple procedure of adopt- 


ing whichever cost basis as above 
mentioned best suited the purpose of 
the company in that particular case. 


i!. By having a producing company 


charge the pipeline company too much 
lor gas. 


3. By having the pipeline company 


charge ine distribution company too 
much for gas. 


4. By adopting a rate of depreciat- 


ion and amortization that was too 
high. 


5. By charging a profit for all ot 


itp properties rather than only on the 
properties used in the enterprise. 


6. By having a holding company 


charge each and every one of the 
other companies in its system en- 
tirely too much for supervision, man- 
agement, and overhead. 


Other ways probably exist for build- 


ing up too high a rate structure; but 
the above have come under my ob- 
servance. 1 have sketched this "lown 
council" method of rate fixing in con- 
siderable detail so you can see why 
the public had no real chance to get 
cheap gas rates 'under that method. 
That was the method that existed in 
Arkansas in 1920 when the City of 
Hope, Arkansas, tried to get cheap gas 
and lost its fight in the federal' court 
at Little Rock. To win under that 
system the town and the consumers 
would' have to get up about §100,- 
,

000 tu make a fight; and few lowa> i ansas. All other questions are fort- ' 


portunity. We now need to find out 
the cost of the Hope distribution sys- 
tem originally and its replacement 
cost, the,cost of salaries, wages, em- 
ployees, the amount of leakage, and 
other such items. in the Hope distri- 
bution system, arid fix a fair'rate to 
.give a reasonajbje return on that, .tak- 
ing into consideration the' other fac- 
tors and matters in such a problem; 
and add that figure to the city fgate 
rate; and we have a price ofr gas 
fixed in Hope, Arkansas. 


Third: If the Arkansas Department 


of Public Utilities should fall to fix 
a rate like we think it should be 
or if the gas company should delay us 
an unreasonable length of time in this 
rate fixing, then under the Act of 
1935 the City of Hope can take over 
the distribution system of the Ark- 
ansas Louisiana Gas Company by pay- 
ing for the same at a fair and rea- 
sonable rate, and Ihen the City of 
Hope, Arkansas, could distribute gas 
ust like it sells water and li?ht at thc 
iresent. time. The Cily of Hope, Ark- 
ansas, is one of hte few towns in 
Arkansas that has the money to buy 


distribution system. 
The three matters last mentioned, 


.o-wit: the entry of the Louisiana 
Nevada Transit Company, the city 
;ate rate price, and the possibility of 
acquiring the distribution system, to- 
gelhcr make this the most opportune 
•noment in Ihe history of Hope for 
:he securing of cheap gas, The Ark- 
ansas Louisiana Gas Company has al- 
ready refused to let us see its books 
and records to see what would be a 
"air and reasonable cost. They will 
tight us every inch of the way, but 
we can make a fight now for con- 
siderably less than we ever cotild 
have made it before. 


If we do not make tho fight now, 


:hcn thc Arkansas Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities will fix a gas rate in 
Hope, Arkansas, which will be the 
same as the gas rate in Little Rock 
and Benton and Malvern and other 
towns, and here we are, 115 miles 
closer to the gas fields than Little 
Rock, and here we are with a lOc cily 
gale rate, and we will be paying as 
high a gale rate as Little Rock, which 
enjoys none of those advantages. If 
we do not fight now, we will be fore- 
closed for another twenty years, and 
so I say the City of Hope should set 
busy.

ART: A few bombs might wreck 


the British Museum and its records 
of centuries of civilization. But. in 
war, today, so far ns we know there 
has been surprisingly little destruct- 
ion of art. The treasures either have 
been hidden, or so protected as to 
survive. ' 


But war is not less deadly to art 


because it so fnr has not obliterated 
its objects. 


There are only three kinds of art. 


First, that already sold, second, ftrt 
completed but not sold, and, most 
importnnt, art yet to.be created. 


If the war men abroad become, no 


more vicious, the first class of nrt 
works is reasonably snfo, physically-. 
But there is no guarantee that a con- 
queror—witness Napoleon—may 
not 


have sticky fingers. He could drag 
off such things as th Winged Vic- 
tory and the Vonus de Milo'which 
used to Stqtid in the L&uvre, and 
transfer them to museums at home. 
He might even sell them to obtain 
munition'! or 
food. 


This is n danger so groat that Franc- 


es Henry Taylor, director of the Metro- 
politan. Museum of Art in New York, 
has suggested 
unofficially 
that 
a 


moratorium on such 
purchases by 


museums might be appropriate. 


There always is a great mass of 


art waiting at home. Its steady flow 
Is dependent on the existence, prac- 
tically speaking, of spare monoy, since 
in tlio long run most art is sold 
t)f- necessity and bought with extra 
money. No spare money exists in'Eu- 
ropc today, and us i> result the sale 
of art works is almost negligible. 


The nrt of the future is yet to 


grow, nnd in this country it probkily 
has suffered much less so far from 
wnr conditions thnn 
from business 


conditions. History does not 
show 


thnt wnr affects the quality of art 
work disiislrou.sly. Much of Europe's 
nxilly great nrt wus done by men who 
lould hnve reached out their brush 
hand and snatched 
a flying spear 


out of the air.

Sustained Mental Work Most Tensing 


Form of Human Activity 


It is musclar-i-work that fatigues 


one; to be sure f but who dares to 
say there is no muscular work dur- 
ing mental endeavor? The musclar 
activity associated with mental work 
is definitely of the tensing type, ex- 
hibiting itself in poses of attention and 
arrested movement. 


Very common muscular manifesta- 


tions of mental work are the slight 
but definite forward posturing of the 
head, and the''"setting" of muscles of 
the shoulder girdle, lower back, but- 
tocks, and legs to raise or hold the 
body alert. 


The first sign' or symptom of over- 


use of these muscles during menta 
work is discomfort.

If mental workers would only heed 


these warnings, rest their bodies per- 
iodically as manual workers do, and 
release these tensions occasionally by 
rhythmic exercise, they need never 
have the more serious consequences 
of too much mental work—intellectual 
deterioration and emotional break- 
down. 


Tense mental workers always be- 


come sensitive to noise. There is no 
Question that intense noise is gen- 
erally disliked, and that, when for 
any reason a person becomes irritable 
and fatigued, noises are very dis- 
turbing. In order to shut out, as it 
were, the effects of noise during acts 
demanding concentration, the tendency 
s for the body musculature to be- 
come even more tense. To con- 
entrate in a noisy environment one 
must work harder. That is the ex- 
planation for some of the 
fatigue 


which is experienced in city offices, 
n industrial shops, and in schoolrooms 


d homes. 
Mental over-work is serious because 


L leads so rapidly and disastrously 
o hypertension the forerunner of ex- 
laustion and breakdown. 


One factor which helps most in- 
ivitluals not to get too tense from 


mental work is the lack of satisfact- 
on in that type of endeavor. The 
ensory pains from strained postures 
nd misuse of the eyes, and the de- 
rivations from physical exercise and 
ccial intercourse make the average 
erson less willing rather than less 
ble to continue mental work. Only 
exceptionally persistent people will 
•/ear themselves out with intellectual 
work. 


It is these persistent mental, work- 
rs, however, who control the pal- 
mis of living for so many other peo- 
ple. They are also the people who are 
ooked up to in our society. They are 
ho doctors, lawyers, teachers, preach- 
ers, upon whom we all must rely. 
These people need vacations and divtr- 
iions as much, if not more, than the 
est of us.

Worker Must Agree- 


to It, Under Wage- 


Hour Act 


DALLAS, Texas—Arbitrary deduc- 


tion of the cost of workmen's collec- 
tive insurance from workers' wages, 
a practice followed by numbers of 
Arkansas employers, especially In the 
lumber industry, is not permissible 
under the Fair Labor Standards Act, 
it was pointed out again Wednesday 
by G. C. Street, Jr., regional director 
here of the Wage and Hour Division, 
Department of Labor. 


In warning against this practice, Mr. 


Street said such deductions must be 
understood and agreed to by employes, 
(hat there shall be no profit to the 
employer from collected premiums, 
and that there must be no shadow of 
coercion. 


At the same time, the regional di- 


rector called attention to the Wage 
and Hour Division's recent action 
in-owing out of its inspection of the 
W. I. Wilkie Lumber Company ol 
Chidester, Ark., of which W. I. Wil- 
kie is president. Under instructions 
from this federal agency, that lumber 
concern, found to be engaged in in- 
terstate commerce, has just paid back 
to fifty present or former employes 
S120.35 it had deducted from their 
wages for this type of workmen's col- 
lective insurance.

vision's nationwide inspection of the 
lumber industry, now in progress,

In Philadelphia the convention was 


treated to two women managers for 
candidates' campaigns. 
Brown-eyed 


Mrs. Robert T. Toft spent 14 hours a 
day greeting the people she hoped 
would vole her husband, the Ohio 
senator, into tho nominee's post. She 
was a good loser, too. Said, "well, 
maybe it's best for the family." 


At the Thomas Dewey headquarters 


in Philadelphia the co-manager was 
taciturn, elderly Ruth Hanna Mc- 
Cormiek Simins, daughter of legen- 
dary Senator Mark Hanna, and a 
former member of congress, herself. 


In Philadelphia another precedent 


was broken: A woman nominated a 
candidate. Many have seconded nom- 
inations. But none had made the in- 
troductory speech until Gladps Pyle, 
former South Dakota stale legislator, 
named Gov. Hailan Bushfield. 
It 


was admittedly not a nomination that 
would ride to victory, but, then, that's 
the way most of the women's political 
paths have started: From the unim- 
portant to the policy-making. 


In both conventions he women had 


small committees that presented wo- 
men's platforms. The Democrats' com- 
mittee of 18 women was an official part 
of the convention for the first time. 
In previous years they had met un- 
officially and coaxed a man to read 
their views to the drafting board. 


They Seek Reform 


The women's emphasis on both sides 


has always been for social reforms. 
This year both women's groups were 
most interested in foreign policy be- 
cause of their hatred for war. Both 
planks probably would have been 
more belligerent had not the conven- 
tions been so well attended by wo- 
men. 


Secretary Frances Perkins gives a 


large share of the credit for the past 
eight years of the New Deal to women 
workers. She recalls that in 1924 there 
was a small group of determined New 
York women who met informally in 
her down-town office to draw up a 
women's platform.
